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Elba’s garbage pickup moves to

During the Elba City 
Council meeting held Mon- 
day evening, Nov. 30, new 
street supervisor Andy 
Wood proposed changing 
the city’s garbage pickup 
schedule to a daytime route, 
and the council agreed to 
move forward with his pro- 
posal immediately. 

Wood gave several rea- 
sons he felt it would be 
more beneficial for the city 
to run the garbage pickup 
routes in the daytime rather 
than in the early morning 
hours. His proposal was to 
start the pickup each day at 
7am. 

Wood said the biggest 
reason is the truck operator 
can see better in the daytime 
hours. Other reasons he 
gave for making the change 
included: the mechanic is 
already at work at 7 a.m.; if

Elba City Council hires contractor 
to help demo flood buyout houses

Elba City Council 
members awarded a bid 
Monday, Nov. 30, during 
their council meeting to hire 
a contractor for help with 
the demolition of houses 
purchased via the ongoing 
FEMA flood buyout project 
in the city. 

Mayor Tom Maddox said 
there were three bidders for 
this project. The low bid 
came from Harrison Earth 
Movers LLC at a cost of $3 
per square foot. The two 
other bids were consid- 
erably higher. 

The council voted to 
award the bid to Harrison 
Earth Movers. This com- 
pany will demo houses 
deemed to have asbestos, 
and it will demo any other 
houses the city needs help 
with throughout the project. 

As of Monday night, as- 
sistant city clerk Pat Boothe 
said the first group of 
houses in the buyout project 
were down to one left for 
demo due to it have asbes- 
tos, and with the bid 
awarded to Harrison Earth 
Movers during Monday 


night’s meeting that could 
move forward now. 

Also, Boothe said there 
was one other home from 
the first group that had not 
been closed on yet due to 
some problems that had 
arisen. 

In group two from the 
buyout, Boothe said nine of 
10 homes had gone through 
closing. She said the asbes- 
tos inspections on those 
nine homes revealed three 
with asbestos and the con- 
tractor would have to demo 
those three. 

Of the remaining six 
ready for demo, Boothe said 
the street department would 
look at how many it could 
handle and then the contrac- 
tor would help with any the 
street department could not 
demo. 

Boothe said work would 
begin next week on ‘group 
three’ of the homes in the 
buyout project with home- 
owners being contacted first 
to make sure they still de- 
sire to participate in the 
project. From there, she 
said title searches would 
begin for the homes partici- 
pating.

same day after calls are 
made to city hall reporting 
the missed pickup; and res- 
idents would have more 
time to get their cans out by 
the road. 

Also, Wood said the city 
receives a lot of complaints 
about the noise of the gar- 
bage truck and it waking 
residents up early in the 
mornings. He said changing 
to a daytime route would 
lower the risk of waking 
people up. 

“The [county] landfill 
closes at 5 p.m.,” Wood 
said. “I feel like we can han- 
dle the pickup each day by 


Assistant City Clerk Pat 
Boothe said Wood had dis- 
cussed his proposal with 
her, Mayor Tom Maddox, 
and City Clerk Sally Bane, 
and they all agreed this 
seemed like a good idea. 
With the councils blessing, 
she said the change would 
be made immediately, start- 
ing with the Tuesday, Dec. 
1, route. 

Boothe clarified that no 
routes would change as far 
as the pickup day, only the 
time of day the garbage is

Many cartoons carry a message, while others poke fun at 
people. This cartoon we saw last week was definitely pok- 
ing fun at a bunch of folks: Man and woman looking at 
SUV with back hatch up and toilet paper tumbling out. 
Woman’s only comment was, ‘The feds gave you $1,000 
and you spent it all on toilet paper?” 


We understand, and support, the U S Constitution, sep- 
aration of church and state, etc., but the recent Supreme 
Court decision against New York State’s virus-imposed 
rules that include limiting large church (and many other 
group) gatherings presents us with a problem. There needs 
to be some way to make exception to any law (or constitu- 
tion limitations) if it is necessary to protect those of us who 
refuse to take common sense actions to protect themselves 
Magee even our beloved churches of any denomination or 
belief. The 1978 Jonestown, Guyana massacre/suicide of 
909 humans is an extreme example of someone needing to 
have the legal authority, and backbone, to step in and pre- 
vent those deaths. It would be interesting to know how, if 
based on the court’s statement, “the state's limits on reli- 
gious gatherings violated "the minimum requirement of

The likelihood of several different shots being available to 
prevent COVID-19 is exciting, and hopefully more than one 
of them will fulfill the desperate needs of the world.

However, by cutting the per- 
centage of potential worldwide victims to a very small per- 
centage virtually eliminates the transmission method of 
COVID, thus making all of us safe(r) . . . . that is if folks 
will take the shots and not spread trumped up horror stories 
of non-existing side effects. 


Medical experts predict of every 100 people diagnosed with 
COVID-19 on a given day that will lead to 1.7 deaths within 
the next three weeks.

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Also, while addressing 
the council, Wood gave a re- 
port on the levee. He said 
the levee was inspected on 
May 20, 2020 and the city 
received the report back on 
Nov. 20, 2020 from that in- 
spection. 

He said there are three 
main areas to the report — 
general items, levee em- 
bankment, and interior drai- 
nage. Also, there are three 
ratings — acceptable, mini- 
mally acceptable, and unac- 
ceptable. 

Of 28 area graded, Wood 
said the city received 19 ac- 
ceptable marks, eight mini- 
mally acceptable marks, and 
one unacceptable. He said 
the minimally acceptable 
areas mostly dealt with 
vegetation issues and the 
track on the flood gate at the 
Pea River bridge while the 
unacceptable mark was a 
flood gate erosion issue in 
one-area. 

Wood said the flood gate 
at the Pea River bridge 
needs repairing as the con- 
crete is busted and the track 
is broken. He said the flood 
gate can still be closed; al- 
though in the current con- 
dition if may not be done as 
designed. 

Wood said all flood gate 
pipes and culverts need a 
video inspection to look for 
internal issues. He said the 
internal inspections should 


be done every five years, 
and the last internal inspec- 
tion in Elba was 2013. 

Wood said he had spoken 
with the camera crew cur- 
rently in Elba working on 
the sewer system project, 
and he said they feel this is 
something they could do for 
the city. He said the city and 
that company would be get- 
ting together on pricing, etc. 

Boothe said the idea is 
that maybe the city could 
get a better price from this 
company in that they are al- 
ready in the city working on 
another project. 

While giving her report to 
the council, Boothe intro- 
duced Jennifer Hornsby. 
She has been hired as the 
new assistant city clerk for 
Elba and will begin work on 
Thursday, Dec. 3rd. Boothe 
said Hornsby has a Bach- 
elor’s degree in accounting, 
and everyone is really ex- 
cited to have her join the 
city’s team. 

Boothe said the down- 
town water main replace- 
ment project was expected 
to begin this week. Along 
with that project, she said 
another contractor would be 
replacing 147 fire hydrants 
in the city. 

Prior to adjourning, the 
council yoted to hold both 
required meetings for the 
month of December on the 
evening of Dec. 14th, 


Alabamians urged to take responsibility 
and slow transmission of COVID-19 virus 


State Health Officer Dr. 
Scott Harris and Chief Med- 
ical Officer Dr. Mary McIn- 
tyre cautioned Alabamians 
last week about rising rates 
of COVID-19 and asked cit- 
izens to be vigilant during 
the days ahead. 

The spread of the virus 
has resulted in the greatest 
increases in hospitalizations 
since July, and for the past 
six weeks there have been at 
least 1,000 new cases per 
day. In July, Alabama hospi- 
tals were at maximum ca- 
pacity. 

The statistics are alarm- 
ing—there have been more 
than 230,000 individual 
cases in Alabama so far with 
1.5 percent of cases result- 
ing in death (3,459). This is 
about 15 times the death rate 
from influenza. In seniors 
age 75 and older the risk is 
far greater. 

“We are not going to get 
‘a do over,’ but there are 
things you can do to stop the 
unchecked spread in many 
parts of Alabama,” Dr. Har- 
ris said. “Please think about 
it and take responsibility for 
your behavior.” 

Encouraging COVID-19 
vaccine development efforts 
continue. Pharmaceutical 
companies Pfizer, Moderna 
and AstraZeneca have an- 
nounced they have devel- 
oped promising vaccines 
that are safe and highly ef- 
fective. The Food and Drug 
Administration Advisory 
Committee will evaluate 
them and make recommen- 
dations, the Advisory Com- 
mittee on Immunization 
Practices will review, and 
Operation Warp Speed will 
ship and preposition vaccine 
shipments to avoid unnec- 


é 


essary delays. 

Input to determine prior- 
ities of when groups will re- 
ceive vaccine has come 
from a committee of 50-60 
stakeholders from across the 
state and the Governor’s 
COVID-19 Task Force. Ala- 
bama’s vaccination alloca- 
tion plan defines 
populations and the order in 
which they will receive vac- 
cine in four phases. The plan 
can be viewed 
at https://www.alabamapub- 
lichealth.gov/covid19/as- 
sets/adph-covid19-vaccinati 
on-allocation-plan.pdf 

The vaccine will be free 
for all Americans. 

There is also good news 
in therapeutics for non-hos- 
pitalized patients with mild 
or moderate confirmed cases 
of COVID-19. Eli Lilly and 
Company’s investigational 
monoclonal antibody thera- 
peutic, bamlanivimab, re- 
ceived emergency use 
authorization from the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administra- 
tion. Bamlanivimab has al- 
ready been used in 
Montgomery. Close to 40 
Alabama hospitals have 
placed orders for it, and a 
supply is expected to be de- 
livered this week. 

The public is reminded to 
protect themselves and 
others from COVID-19 by 
staying at home as much as 
possible, wearing facial cov- 
erings as much as is practi- 
cal, washing _ hands, 
avoiding large’ gatherings, 
maintaining good hygiene, 
socially distancing, and 
knowing their COVID-19 
status. Health officials urge 
everyone to protect vulner- 
able people from COVID-

*** The much delayed basketball season is scheduled 
to tip off next week for the Elba Tigers with a trip to Kin- 
ston, and while nothing is set in stone in these days of the 
pandemic, since most of the team was in quarantine the last 
two weeks, maybe they will at least finally get to start the 
season. Elba is expected to have a much-improved team 
after last year’s disaster and is anxious to hit the court, while 
the Lady Tigers are anxious to get back on the court after 
being embarrassed in their season opener two weeks ago 
against Enterprise. There is no doubt the season will be un- 
like any before, but all the players have been hard at work 
and really want to get back on the court.

*** A popular phrase in our nation’s capital over the 
past four years has been the need to ‘drain the swamp,’ and 
after last week’s state football playoff game in Linden many 
Brantley fans will be saying the same thing about the Patri- 
ots football field. The game was played on a field that many 
fans insisted looked more like a hog pen than a football 
field, and neither team was able to display their skills on the 
field that was covered with more mud thar grass. Anyway, 
Brantley saw its banner season come to an end with a 22-7 
loss to Linden in a game that saw the Bulldogs go up and 
down the field, but fail to score points, while the Patriots 
rarely moved the chains, but used three big plays to score 
three touchdowns and advanced to the 1A finals. Brantley 
moved to inside the Linden 40-yardline on all five of its first 
half possessions, but came away with only seven points, and 
in the second half moved inside the Linden 30-yardline 
three times, and once even moved inside the ten, but never 
got back in the endzone. It was a frustrating night for ev- 
eryone from Brantley, but one game doesn’t define a season, 
and the Bulldogs 13-1 record will last forever in the rich

*** The state high school football playoffs held their 
semifinal games last week and it was quite a week of action. 
Abbeville outscored Leroy 60-45 in a game that saw touch- 
downs scored on seven straight fourth quarter possessions 
as the Yellowjackets advanced to the state finals for the first 
time since way back in 1971, while defending 2A champ 
Fyffe battled past defending 3A champ Piedmont 14-6 to 
make it back to the state finals in 3A, and Mars Hill Bible 
rolled through Spring Garden 32-14 to make it to the 2A fi- 
nals after reaching the state finals the past two seasons in 
1A. Twelve of the fourteen teams playing in this week’s 
state championship games were #1 seeds entering the post- 
season, with only Pickens County in 1A and Pleasant Grove 
in 5A making it all the way as #2 seeds. All the teams in the 
finals boast excellent records, as expected, with Pickens 
County in 1A and Spanish Fort in 6A having the most losses 
with three. Undefeated teams include Linden in 1A, Fyffe 
in 3A, St. Paul’s in 5A and Thompson in 7A. 

*** Ye Ole Polish Prognosticator dropped by for the 
15¢® straight weekend to talk football and was still shaking 
his head over Brantley’s semifinal loss to Linden. He de- 
clared that if the Bulldogs and Patriots met 10 times the 
Bulldogs would win at least eight times, but admitted that 
Linden had a really good defense and earned its way to the 
finals. The local guesspert was a little disappointed in last 
week’s 4-3 record, but did leave this week’s choices for the 
state finals.

Ousted from playoffs 22-7 


Bulldogs bog down in Linden

The top-ranked Brantley 
Bulldogs saw their season 
long trip toward a state title 
hit a dead end Friday night 
on a muddy patch of ground 
in Linden as the second- 
ranked Linden Patriots used 
two big plays on defense 
and one big play on offense 
to upset the Bulldogs 22-7, 
in the semifinals of the 
Class 1A state football play- 
offs. 

Brantley had two oppor- 
tunities to grab an early lead 
in the first quarter after a 
fumble on a punt attempt 
and a pass interception by 
Morrell Edwards twice set 
the Bulldogs up inside the 
Linden 40-yardline. 

Brantley was forced to 
punt after the first turnover, 
but headed toward the end- 
zone after the Edwards’ in- 
terception and reached a 
first down at the Linden 14- 
yardline after an 18-yard 
pass completion from 
Tucker Kilcrease to Ke- 
nuwyn Dixon. A penalty 
backed the Bulldogs up to 
the 24; however, and on the 
next play disaster struck as 
the Patriots Joshua Williams 
stepped in front of a pass 
near the goal line and re- 
turned the interception 97 
yards for a touchdown. Wil- 
liams also ran in the two- 
point conversion as Linden 
grabbed an 8-0 lead late in 
the first quarter. 

Brantley began its next 
possession at its own 36- 
yardline and behind the run- 
ning of Tucker Kilcrease 
and a key third down pass 
from Kilcrease to Kedrick 


Brown drove to a firstdown - 


at the Linden 31-yardline. A 
quarterback sack and a loss 
on a running play moved 
the Bulldogs back to the 42- 
yardline, and on third down 
disaster struck again as 
what appeared to be an in- 
complete pass was ruled a 
fumble, and Linden’s Ja- 
marcus Williams scooped 
up the loose football and 
rambled 56 yards for a Pa- 
triot score. A two-point pass 
missed its target, but with 
11:45 remaining in the sec- 
ond quarter Linden owned a 
14-0 lead. 

The Bulldogs failed to 
move the chains on their en- 
suing possession, but re- 
gained possession at the 
Linden 44-yardline after a 
short 21-yard punt, and this 
time covered the 44 yards in 
11 plays to get on the score-

board. Kedrick Brown 
rushed for 18 yards on four 
carries to help lead Brantley 
down the field, while 
Tucker Kilcrease rushed for 
14 yards on five carries and 
scored the touchdown on a 
l-yard run, Carson Jones 
added the extra-point as the 
Bulldogs pulled within 14- 
7 with 2:02 left in the half. 

Linden began its initial 
offensive series of the third 
quarter at its own 22-yard- 
line after a Bulldog punt 
and needed only three plays 
to regain command as on 
third down and five Joshua 
Williams spotted a hole in 
the middle of the field and 
raced 73 yards for a Patriot 
touchdown. Zelly Aldridge 
ran in the two-point conver- 
sion, as Linden’s lead grew 
to 22-7 early in the third 
quarter. 

Brantley began its ensu- 
ing possession at its own 
40-yardline and began a 15 
play drive that ate up over 
six minutes off the clock. 
Tucker Kilcrease and Ke- 
nuwyn Dixon sparked the 
drive that included three 
third down conversions and 
set the Bulldogs up with a 
first down at the Linden 23- 
yardline. However, this time 
the Bulldogs failed to con- 
vert on third down, and 
when a fourth down pass 
fell incomplete the long 
drive ended without points. 

The Bulldogs got the ball 
right back at the Linden 46- 
yardline after a short 15- 
yard punt and after a

crease on fourth down 
Brantley was right back in 
business with a first down at 
the Linden 19. Kilcrease 
and Dixon helped the ‘Dogs

Elba Parks and Rec director Greg Hanchey hikes 188 miles of Pinhoti Trail

Elba Parks and Recrea- 
tion director Greg Hanchey 
spent two weeks testing his 
fitness and endurance hik- 
ing the Pinhoti Trail in Ala- 
bama, and far exceeded his 
expectations for the adven- 
ture. Making the trip even 
more special were four days 
spent with his teenage 
grandson, Colin Arnold, as 
his hiking partner. 

The Pinhoti is a 348 mile 
national recreation trail 
through Alabama and Geor- 
gia with the southern termi- 
nus of the trail beginning in 
East Central Alabama at 
Flagg Mountain near the 
Town of Weogufka. It also 
is considered the beginning 
of the Appalachian Moun- 
tains, 

The Alabama portion of 
the Pinhot is 177.6 miles. 

“Over the summer I knew 
I wanted to do something 
hiking-wise,” Hanchey 
said. “I didn’t really know 
where, but originally, I 
knew I wanted to do a dis- 
tance hike. I just didn’t 
know how long.” 

Hanchey said he had 
plenty of vacation time built 
up through his job with the 
City of Elba, so, he know he 
could try and take on a 2- 
week period hike if he 
could get a plan together. 
He said he first started look- 
ing at Tennessee, but soon 
discovered the Pinhoti in his 
research. 

“I didn’t really know any- 
thing about the Pinhoti, but 
I started looking into it, in- 
vestigating and research- 
ing,” he said.

That 
day, Nov. 18th, was the only 
day out of an entire two 
weeks that Hanchey did not 
walk the trail — he took what 
they call a zero day that day 
resting up and waiting for 
Colin to arrive. 

“He came on the 18th but 
originally wasn’t supposed 
to come until the 2 
Hanchey said. “He had 
gotten quarantined from 
school due to COVID and 
wanted to come earlier.” 

Hanchey said he made a 
big push to get through 
some pretty grueling rock 
fields when Colin decided 
to come a couple of days 
early. 

“Tt is extremely hard to 
make it through those 
[rock] fields, and I didn’t 
want him to start in.a rock 
field and it be, right off the 
bat, not a good experience 
for him,” Hanchey said. “I 
made it to Cheaha that 
Tuesday night and rested 
Wednesday awaiting Colin 
to arrive.” 

On Thursday, Nov. 19, 
Arnold joined Hanchey on 
the trail. He stayed on trail 
with his granddad, whom he 
calls Hank, through Sunday 
evening, Nov. 22nd.

over a four-day span. 

Hanchey finished the 
Wednesday before Thanks- 
giving — Nov. 25 — in Geor- 
gia. He had hiked a total of 
188 miles upon completion 
of his 2-week adventure. 

“I didn’t go out there with 
any expectations,” Hanchey 
said. “I didn’t know how far 
I would go. I didn’t know if 
I would make it to the Ala- 
bama/Georgia line [on the 
trail].” 

He did make it to the state 
line and actually went bey- 
ond it! As noted earlier, the 
Alabama portion of the Pin- 
hoti is 177.6 miles, and 
Hanchey hiked a total of 
188 miles on his journey. 

When asked what they 
enjoyed most about their 
hiking experience, both 
Hanchey and Arnold had 
different answers. 

For Arnold, he said see- 
ing all the great views and 
wildlife was great. For Han- 
chey, he said it was the 
peacefulness and solitude of 
the adventure. 

“It’s just quiet, and you

can go and recharge,” he 
said. “We would go a cou- 
ple of days part of the way 
without seeing anybody, lit- 
erally.” 

While there was not too 
much he said he disliked 
about the hike, Arnold did 
admit it there were some 
things that were more chal- 
lenging than others, and, he 
is not big on sleeping out- 
side. 

“I not by any means an 
experienced hiker, but I had 
done some backpacking and 
hiked a little bit of the Ap- 
palachian Trail a few years 
back — like 50 miles or so 
over four or five days,” 
Hanchey said. “The thing is 
when you are doing a hike 
like we did, it is kind of a 
wonderfully, miserable ex- 
perience.” 

When it comes to hiking, 
he said the key is to “hike 
your own hike.” 

The Alabama Portion of 
the Pinhoti is divided into 
13 sections with over 12 
miles of road walks. The re- 
maining 165 miles are 
through wooded areas. Each 
section is rated according to 
the level of difficulty — road 
walks are easy [12 miles]; 
of the wooded areas 64 
miles is rated moderate, 18 
miles is rated difficult, and 
83 miles is rated very diffi- 
cult. 

“You’re not out there to 
set any records,” Hanchey 
said. “Just hike your own 
hike and enjoy it.” 

One thing both agreed on 
— they would not change 
going through this experi- 
ence together for anything 
in the world. 

“Tt was fun, and you be- 
come a little team out 
there,” they said. 

Looking ahead, Hanchey 
said he wouldn’t mind hik- 
ing the same trail again, ex- 
cept in the opposite
